A eſpi⸗ 
ed a farre off certaine clouds of ſmoke, whoſe vapours aſcended 
vp lo blacke and thicke into the element, as ifthe ſighes ol hell had 
burft the bowels ofthe earth, and were flping vptoward heaven,

Fo) there was a table readie coucred, with 
faire linen;nut-bzown round trenchers lap in good oꝛder, with 
bꝛead andſalt, keeping their ſtate in the middle of the board, The 
roome it ſelfe was not ſumptuous but hanſome, of indifferent 
bignelle, but not very large: the windowes were ſpꝛed wilh 
hearbes, the chimney dꝛeſt vp with greene boughes, and the flwze 
firewed with bulruſhes , as il ſome laſſe were that mozne to bee

At the lalk, eſpping an oldenimble-fongd beldame who ſeemed fo 
bane the commaund of the place, to her 4 ſtepped, and in faire 
tearmes requeſted to know the name of the dwelling , wbp this 
great che&re was pzoutded,and who were the Gueſts, fo; as pet 
Kae eps this Band ofthe Black Guard. In dcead ol her 
tongue. her eyes (that had ſtarted back a good wap into her head 
as il theydurft not loke out) made mee an anſwere. J perceiued hy 
her veryc ce, that J was not welcome, which afterwards 
che confirmed in wozds, telling me theiplace was not foz me, the 
feaſt was fo; others, and that A mu inſtantly be gone, foz that a | 
range kind of people were that dap to be W 
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thaꝛicke that J could vſe, had power to win her to diſcouer who 
tele Gueſts ſhould be, till at the length, a Bꝛibe pzrualling moze 
than a Parle , ſhe told me J ſhould be a Speaatoꝛ ofthe Comedy 
in hand, and in a pꝛiuate gallerie behold ali the Actoꝛs, vpen condi⸗ 
tion J would fit quietly and ſap notting. And fo2 that purpoſe was 
I conu iedinto an v per loſt. where ( vnſene) q might (tb:ough a 
wooden Lattice that had the pꝛoſpea of the dyning roome) both ſer 
and heare all that was to be done oꝛ ſpoken. 

There lap J like a Scout to dilceuer the comming of the 
expectedencmy , biho was toſct vpon this good cbecre , and to 
batter downe the walles ol hot Pies and Paſties , Pine epes 
euen aked with flaring towards the dooꝛe, to ſppe when theſe 
ſtates ſhauls enter, ducking do une with their heades like ſo many 
Cerſe going into a Barne . At Length ( with bagge and baggage) 
they came dꝛopping in one aſter another , ſometimes thzee ina 
company, ſometimes fiue,now mozs now leſſe, till in the end the 
great hall was ſo full that it armed with them. J know pou 
wonder, and haue longing thoughts to know what Generation 
this is, that liued in this hoſpitable famillaritie:but let me tell pou 
they are a people foz whome-. the wezld cares not, neither care 
they foꝛ the wozld they are all freemen, pet (cone to liue in Ci⸗ 
ties: great trauellers they are, and yet neuer ſrom home, pooze 
they are, and pet haue their dyet from the beſt mens tables 
Tlep are neither old Seruingmen  foz all J ſap thep are pooze ) 
that haue beene Courtiers, and are now paſt carping ofcloake- 
bagges, noz pong gallants that haue ſetued in the Low countries, 
(albeit many of them goe vpon wodden legges) noꝛ hungry ſchol⸗ 
lers, that ali their life time haue kept a wangaling inthe Schwies, 
and in the end are glad to teach Childzen their Hozne-bookes: 
neitger are they decayed Poets, whoſe wits like a kooles Land, 
hold out but a twelue moneth , and thenthepline vpan the {craps 
of other mens inuentions: no noꝛ Plapers thep bee, who cut oſan 
ambition to weare the beſt Jerkm (ina Strowling company) 
02 to act great partes, fozſake the (tate!p and our ma;e than Ro- 
maine Citie Stages, to trauell vpon the hard hosfe, from village 
to village foz cheeſe and butter milk: neither are they any of theſe 
terrible noiſes (with thꝛeed bare cloafes) that bue by red lattiſes 


and Zup-bulhes , hauing authozttie to thzult into any n ans 
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reme onely ſpeaking but this, Will you haue any mu licke? Net- 
ther are they Cittizens that haue beene blowne vp( withouc Gun- 

-powdez ) and by that meanes haue bene free of the Grate at Lud- 

gate, ſome fiue times: no, no, this is a Ging of god fellowes in 

whome there is moꝛe bzother-hod : this is a Crew that is not the 

Damned Crew ( foz thep walke in Sattin) but this is the Ragged 
Regiment: Aillaines thep are by birth, Varlets by — 
Knaues by p2ofefſion, Beggers hy the Statute, and Rogues by ad 
ol Parliament. They are the idle Drones of a Countrie, the Ca- 
terpillers ofa Common · wealth, and the Egyptian lite ofaKing- 
dome . And albeit that at other times their attire was fitting to 
their trade ol liuing, vet now were they all in hanſome cleane lin⸗ 
nen, becauſe this was one of their Quarter dinners; foꝛ pou muſt 
vnderſtand, chat ( as alterward J learnt by intelligence) they hold 

theſe ſolemne mertings in foure ſeueral ſeaſons of the pere at leaſt, 
ond in ſeuerall places to auoide diſcouerp. 

The whole aſſembly being thus gathered together, One amongſt 
the reſt, whotoke vpon him a Sencoritic oner the ref, charg d 
euery man to anſ were to his name, to ſee if the Jurp were full: the 
Bill by which he meant to call them being a double iug of ale (that 
bad the ſpirit of Aqua vitæ in it, it melt ſo ſtrang) ana that he helde 
in his hand: Another ſtanding by with a toaſt, Nutmeg and Gin⸗ 
ger, ready tocry Vous auez as they were calde, and all that were 
in the roome hating fingle pots by the eares, which line Piſtols 
were charged to goe off ſo ſone as euer thep bearde their names. 
Chbis Ceremony being (et abꝛoach, an O- yes was made: But 
hee that was ae Chori (the Captaine ofthe Tatterdemali- 
ons) ſpying one to march vnder his colours, that had neuer beloze 
ſerued in theſe lowfte warres, pawſed a while, (after hee had taken 
his firft drawght, to taſt the dexteritie ofthe liquoz) and then be- 

gan 30 3 to examine this Yonger Brother upon In- 

terrogatozles, 

Che ficft queſtion hee demaund ed, was, il hee were ſtalled to 
the Rogue oꝛ no? the pooze Hungarian anſwered pes, 22 
then was hee asked by whome hee was ſtalled, and where, and 
in what manner of complement it as done: to which queſti 
on the nouice hauing not ſo much beggari knowledge as might 
make a learned reply, fozthwith did the wicked Elder tommaund 

the pong Slauonianxs that ſtod about him, to diſſurniſh him that 

Was 
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was \s onfk(lfnll in the dae eee of Rogeric, of his beſt gar⸗ 
ment and to carte it pzeſertilp to the Bow ſin Ken (that was to ſap 
to the Tap-boule)and there topawne it fo2 ſo much ſtrong Ale, as 
could be ventur d vpon it. Thus the chicke Rag-a-muften gaue in 
charge, the reſt obeped and did ſa, wbilft the ether ſoffcred himſelle 
to be firſt and durſt not reũiſt their baſe authoutte, 

This done, the Grand S1gniour called foz a Gage ofBowſe, 
which belike ſignified'a quart of dzinke , fo2 pꝛeſently a pot of Ale 
being put into his 5 the pong Squire kneele downe, 
and polmming the full pot on bis pate, vttered theſe wozds, J doe 
fall thee to the Rogue, by vertue of this Soueraigne Engliſh li⸗ 
quoꝛ, fo thathencefozth it ſhall be lawfall foz thee to Caut ( that is 
ts ſav) to be a Vagabond andBeg, and to ſpeake that Peblers 
French, oꝛ that Canting language, thichisto beefoundamong 
none bur beggars: with tbat the ſtalled Gentleman role, all the reſt 
in theroome hanging vpon him foz top, like ſo many Doggs about 
a Beare, i leaping about hum with ſhowts like ſo many mad-men, 

But a Science being pzoclatmed, all were huſhed, whilſt Hce 
that plaide the' Maiſter Denils part amongſt theſe Hell- houndes, 
after ath:ug oꝛ (wo giuen, thus began toſpeake to him that was 
newentred into the damned fraternitie. Bzother Begger( quoth 
he) becauſe ton art pet but a meere freſhman in our Coledge, J 
charge thee to hang thine cares to my lips andto learne the oꝛters 
of our houſe, which thou muſt obſerne, vpon paine either to be bea- 
ten with our Cudgels the nert time thou art met, o elſe to be iłript 
out olan ygarments that are wozth the taking from thee , Firſt 
thereloꝛe ( being no beiter then a plaine oꝛdinarie Rogue, marrie in 
tune thou maie ſt riſe to moꝛe pzrferment amongſt vs) thou art not 
to wander vp and downe all Countries, but to walke ont ly like an 
Vaderkeeper of a fo reſt) in that quarter which is allotted vnto 
the, Thon art likewiſe to giue way to any of bs that haue bo2ne al 
the officesof the Mallet befoꝛe thee, and vpon holding vp a finger, b 
to auoide any tone o2 countrie Uillage, where thou ſeeſt we are 
fozraging to viduall our armie that march along with vs, Foꝛ my 
pooze Villiaco) than nuiſt know, that there are degrees of Superi- 
oritie and Inferioritie in our Societie, as there are in the pꝛoudeſt 
company. Me haue amongſt vs ſome eighteene o; nineteene ſe⸗ 
ncrall oflices ſoz men, and about ſeuen 03 _ foz women: The 
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chiefeft of vs are called Vprightmen , (Imp deere Sun-burne- 
brocher,ffall thoſe that are the chicfeſt men in other companics 
were V prich.mcn too, what good dealing would there be in all 
eccupations? ) The nert are Rutflers, then haue we Anglers , but 
theyſeldome catch Fiſh til they goe vp weſt-wardfo2 Flounders: 
then are there Rogues, (which liuerie thou thy ſelfe weareft:) next 
are wilde Rogues, then Priggers, then Palliards: then Fraters, 


CTben Tom of Bedlams band of mat - caps, other wiſe called Poore 


T omsflocke of wilde - geeſe (whom here thou ſeeſt by his blacke 
and ble w naked armes, to be a man beaten tothe woꝛld) and tvoſe 
wilde · geeſe 02 haire - bꝛaines are called Abraham men: in the next 
ſquabꝛon march our bꝛaue Whip-iacks at: the taile of them tome 
crawling our counterfeit Crankes: in eee are Gabling 
Domereis, then Curtals ſollow at their heeles , and they bing a⸗ 
long with them ſtrange Enginers, called Iriſn- Toy les: Aſter 
whom follow the S w igmen, the Larlcemen, the Patricoes, andlaſt 
the Kinchin-Coes, Theſe are toe totferedRegiments,that make 
bp our maine armie. The victualers to the Campe are women, 

and of thoſe, ſome are Glymerers, ſome Bawdy- Baskets, ſume Au- 

tem Morts: others Walking-morts: ſome Dopecrs, others are 
Dels, the laſt and leaſt are called Kinchin-morts, with all which 

Comrades, thou ſhalt in toy beggerlp percgrination, meete, con- 
nerſe, and be dunke, and in a ſhoꝛt time know tt eir natures and 


roguiſh conditions without the helpe ol a Tutoꝛ. At theſe woꝛdes 


the viduals came ſmoaking into the Hall to be ſet vpon the boozd, 
whercuponthe whole \warme ſquatted downe, being as vneiwill in 
maners, as bnhanſome in apparell, onely the Vprightmen and 
Rufflers had the graine ol theboozd giuen them, and at at vpper 
end of the table:the reſt tooke their trenchers as they hapned into 
their hands, pet ſo, Þcuery knaue had his Nueane cloſe by his ſide. 
The Table being thus ſurniſhed both with Gueſts and meate, 
inſteede of Grace cuerie one dzewout a knife, rapt out a round 
dath, and cried Proface peumadRogues, and ſo fell too. Thepfed 
mozehungertp, than if thep had come from the ſiege of Jeruſalem: 
not a woꝛd was heard amongtt them foz a long time, onely their 
tet th made a noiſe, as if ſo many P1ils had breve Rats ge- 
ing to the aſſault ofa Holland cheeſe could not moze valliantiplay 
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aboutthem: nay,my LozdPays;s Hounds atthe e 
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ing bidden to the Funerall banquet ofa dead hozſe, could net picke 
the bones cleaner: At length when the platters kegan to looke 
their bellies grew plumpe igen went their tongues: But 
ſuch a noiſe made they,fuch a confuſion was there of beggetly tales 
ſome gabling in their Canting language, others in their owne,that 
tbe ſcolding at ten Condults,and the goſſipping of fifteene Bake- 
Gonſes was delicatemuſicke to it. At the length, dzunken healthes 
reeled vp and downe the Table, and then it would haue made a Phi⸗ 
icon himſelſe ſicke, but to haue looked vpon the waters that came 
from them. The whole roome ſhewed a lar off (but that there was 
beard ſuch anopſc) like a Dutch piece ol Drellery, foz thepſare at 
Cable as if thep had becne ſo many.Antickes: A Painters pꝛentiſe 
couldnot dzaw woꝛle faces than they themſelues made, beſites 
theſe which Godgane them: no, noz a Painter himſelie vary a pic⸗ 
ture into moze ſtrange 6 moꝛe ill-fauourd geſtures, than were to be 
ſcene in the action of their bodies:foz ſome did nothing but wecpe 
and pꝛoteſt loue to their Morts another ſwoze daggers and kniues 
to cut the thꝛoate of bis Dop ye, if bee found her tripping : Some 
Kept being dzowned ſodeepe in Ale · degs, that they ſlauered agam: 
others ſung bawdy ſongs, another crew deuiled curſes vpon Juſti⸗ 
ces of Peace, Head boꝛsugb and Conſtables, grinmiug their teeth 
ſo hard together fo2 anger, that the grating ola ſaw in a ſtone cut 
ters pard, when it files in ſander the ribs of Marble, makes not a 
monꝛe hoꝛribie noiſe. In tbe end one who tooke vpon bim to bee 

Speaker to the whole houle, (bidding the French eExvgliſh por on 

their pelping thzoats, ) cryed ont foz ſilence, telling them it was 

his turne (acco2ding to the cuſtomes of their meeting)to make an 

Dzation in pzaile of Beggerie, and ol thole that pꝛoleſſe the trate, 

(as if an Owlc had happened amongſt ſo many birdes) 

all their eyes did pꝛeſently Care vyon him: who thus began. 

Sp noble hearts, od weather-beaten fellowes, and bꝛaue 
Engliſh Spirits, Jam to giue you that which all the land knowes 
von tuſtiy deſerue (a Roguith commendation) and pou ſhall bane 
>, Jamtogine Beggers their due pꝛaiſs yet what necd J da that, 
fithencenoman, I thinke, will take any thing frem them that 
their due. To bee a Begger is tobe a Braueman, becauſe tis now 
in faſhion foz very haue men fo Beg. o but what a Rogue 


m to build vp pour honozs bpon examples ? doe wee net all 
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come into the woꝛld like errant Beggers, without aragbpon bs: 


doe wee not all goe out of the woꝛld like Beggers, ſauing onely an 
olde ſheete to coner vs: and ſhall wee not walke vp and downe in 
the wozid like Beg gers, with olde blankets pind about vs 2 pes, 


pes we will, roared all the Kennell as though it bad beene the 


dogs of Palace Garden: Peace cries the Peneleſſe Orator, and 
with a Hem pꝛoceedes. 

What though there be ſtatutes fo Burt e vs i th eares foz 
Rogues:to S indge vs ith hand foz pilfercrs ? to hippe vs at 
poſts foz being Beggers, and to ſhackle our he!es ith ſtockes foz 
being idle Uagabonds : ? what of this? Are there not other ſtatutes 
moꝛe ſharpe then theſe fopunith the reſt of the ſubieus, that ſcoꝛne 

to be our companions: What though a pꝛating Conftable, 924 
red no\'dbeadle ſay to one ol vs, Sirra Goodman Rogue, if 
ſerued pou well I ſhould fee pou whipped tho2ough the cowne? a: 
las, Alas, Silly Animals, if all men (hou'd haue that which they 
delcrue, we thould doe nothing bat plap the Execationers and toz- 
menters one of another, 

Amber of Taploꝛs would bee dambdfoz keeping a Hell vn⸗ 
der their Shop-:003d : all the 25zokers would make their Wils at 
Tibornc,tfthe ſearching foꝛ toine goods which they haue recei⸗ 
ned, ſhouldlikea plague but once come amonglt them: yea, if all 
were ſerued in their right kind, twoparts ofthe land ſhauld bee 
whippedat Bride well fo! Lecherie, and thꝛee parts (atleaft)be (ef 


th ſtocks foz dꝛunkenneſſe. The lite ofa Begger is the like of a 


Souldier: he ſufſers hunger and cold Win inter, and heate and 
thirſt in Summer: he goes lowiie he goes lame, be s not regarded; 
hes not rewarded: here onely ſhines his gloꝛy: The whole Bing⸗ 
dome is but his walke, a whole Cttie is but his Pariſh, in euer 
mans Ritchin is his meate dꝛeſt, in euery mans Seller lyes his 
beere, and the teſt mens purlles keepe a penny loꝛ him to ſpend. 
Sinte then the pꝛole ſſion is ancient (as hauing beenefrom the 


beginning) and ſo generall. that all ſoꝛts of people make it thei laſt 


reſuge:S inte a number of Artificers maintaine their houſes by it, 
S inte wee and many a thonſand moꝛe liue merrily with it, let vs 
my bꝛaue Tawny-faces, not giue vp our patched Clakes. no 
change aur coppies, but as wee tame beggers out of our mothers

Scarce was the woꝛd Dixi belch'dout of his rotten Allplungs, 
but all the Gench-whiſtfersirom one end tothe other gaue a rings 
ing Plaudite to tue Epilogue of his ſpeech. in ſigne of apꝛobation: 
whereupon they role vp as confuiedly as they ſate downe, and 
hauing paide ſo farre as their purſes would ſtretch fo2 what they 
haddeuoured, making Oes in chalke foz the reſt when they met 
tterenext, and euery man with his Mot being aſſigned to their

Foꝛ J foundit fall of 
care, and full ofcrait,fuil of labour and pet full of penurie; J ſaw the 
posoꝛe huſbandman made a ſlaue to the rich farmqur; the ſarmour 
racked by his landloꝛd: J ſaw that couetsuſneſſe made deere peeres, 
when ſhe had fulleſt barnes, and to curſe plentie foz beeing liber all 
ol her bleſſings. J had heard of no ſinne in the Citie, but I met 
it in the vill ge; noz any Vice in the Tradſman, which was not 
in the Ploughman. All places therefoze being haunted with eniil 
' ſpirits, J foz\oke the fieldes and the Pountaines, and toke my 
tournep backe againe to the Citie, whoſe cuſromes (both god and 
bat) I deſired to be acquainted with.

LI Vices maſke themſelues with the vizards of Vertue: 
they hoꝛrob their names, the better and moꝛe currantlp 
to paſſe without ſuſpition: foz murder will be called Manhood, 
Drunkennes is now held to be Phiſicke, Impudence is Audaci- 
tie, Riot good fcllowſhip, c. So are theſe Villaines (whoſe fa- 
ces J meane to diſcouer) painted ouer with freſh oꝛient colours, 
becauſe their lookes map be moze pleaſing and leſſe ſuſpected to haue 
craft vnderneath them. And foꝛ that purpoſe daue their Kuaueries 
gotten the names of Artes oz Lawes, as the Ad ol ſuch a thing oz 
luch a law, not that they are inſtitutions ſetdown by law foz the 
good of men, oꝛ of a common wealth; but as the Law is groun- 
ded vpon reaſon. and hath Maximes of Juffice, - vpon which the 
buildeth all hex Policies, wherebp ſhe gouernes kingdomes: 0 
theſe new · found Lawes oltte Diuels inuention, are gr aunden 
vpon Miſchiefe, and are nothing ele but certame Acts and Rules 
wawne into beaves(tn an aſſembly of damned. Wretches) faz the 
utter vndoing of Men, andconfulionofa Weale publike, 
Ol ali which Lawes, the Higheſt inplace, and the Higheſt in 
perdition, is the Cheating Law, 03 the Art of winnung monep by 
falie dyce: Thoſe that pꝛadiſe this ſtudy, call themſelues Chea- 
ters, the dice Cheaters, and the monep which they purchaſe *' 
Cheates: bozrowtngthe tearme from our common Lawyers, 
— withwhome all ſuch caſuals as fall to theLozd,at the Golding of. 
bis Lectes,asW aitcs, Srayes andſach like, are ſaid to be. Efchca- 
ted to the Lords vſe, and are called Cheates, This ſoat of game⸗ 
tere, were at firſta fem in number,. (te Art being odſous) they 
were p602: (as being hated t dꝛiuen from al good mens company. 
But nam, there are lo many pzoſeſt Cheaters, and ſo man chat 
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ce thetr occupation, that they might make an

are whoꝛried thꝛough the ſtreets in Coaches; their purſes being ful 
of crownes, and their fingers being held vp able to command the

wetchis inſtructed in thoſe Villanies, by which he himſelle hath 
been wꝛought to inlamy: the poiſon that once he ſwaſlowed doth 
de now caſt vp to kill others with it. Neither doth the Cheater 
beſtow this learning vpon his yong Scholler, out of a commiſera⸗ 
tion ol his lo eſtate, but onelytomake vſe of him, euen hi the 
height ol dis ertremtty. His Jorny. man therefoze doth he make 
him, and becauſe the Cheater is win tp a man ſo noted — 
panies, that few oʒ none will venture money where he plapes, the 
Nouice is taught to play his (chollers pꝛiʒe, whilf the other ſt ands 
by and lookes on, pet ſo, that the Cheater hath theſweetenes of 
the gaines.
